Uautingtim and the representative* 


ol the Fidelity conipauy mot Saturdny 
night and made orraugemoiitit for an- 
othor mooting at tho bank Sunday 
woruiug, when tlie invofttigation was to 
bo resumed. At tli» hour appointed 
thoy were together, and Cromwell and 
Huydeu oommoncud to unt the young 
man through a rnnulug croBH-]ira of 
questious. Frosldiint J. D. Edmucdsou 
aud O^ahier U. K. Htuinau of the bank 
weio present during moat of the Inter- 
view. The conference had not been in 
progress for more than ISmiuntet when 
Utintiugtou roue from hLs chair, pulled 
« ruvolvor aud uomnionced firing at the 
r»pre»ontative» of tho Fidelity company. 


The revolver ho used was a 41-caliber 


that bu>ouged to tho bonk and had been 
kept in tho doxk of G. J?. Spoouer, tho 
paying 'teller. The first three shots were 
flred at Cixmiwoll, who had takon the 
lead iu the interrogation, and all three 
took effect. The fourth struck Haydou 
and thou Hnntington raised the weapon 
to bis own head and fired. Ho fell to 
the flow u conscious and remaiued BO 
until his death at 1:10 p. m. 
Tho two wouudod moil ran out of the 


bank down First aronuo aud into tho 
Grand hotol, blood dripping from them 
at every step. Thoy were taken to their 
rooms and Dr. Donald Macrae, Jr., was 
imnmoned. He found that one of the 
bullets had fukcii effect in CronnreH'i 
back, just to the right of the spine, 
about the waiat lino. It was tonud 
about four inches below the surface and 
extracted. Tho second bullet struck in 
the left aide of Ilia cheek, plowed iti 
way around tho right side of his neck, 
and came to a atop after just minting 
th* carotid artery. The third struck 
him in th« right wrist, he having 
thrown up his hand to strike the revol- 
ver out of Kantiugton's hand. It broke 
one of th» Uiuos of the forearm clear in 
two aud imbedded itself in the bone, 
almost severing it. 
When the ball WUH 


taken out it was cut almost in two from 
the pointed end down. Cromwell will 
probably lose thonseof his right blind 
on account ot it stifleuing of the wist 
joint as tho result oi tho fracture of tho 
bones. 
Hayden fared better. 
The/bullet 


•truck him in the nacfc, aud after pass- 
ing around ubo'ut a quarter of the way 
imbedded ittolf in a panel in the door, 
where it was afterward found. His 
wound is not considered of a serious 
nature, but a variation of half on inch 
would have killed him. 


The bullet that took Hnntington's life 


watered th 
skull just behind the ear, 


and lodged back of the right eye, whore 
its presence was shown by a discolora- 
tion of the lid. His having the weapon 
in his possession showed ho had planned 
It all out before hand, aud his coolness, 
m tho fiice of the tumble deed he waa 
meditating, is surprising, all of the ineii 
who were present at the interview testi- 
fying that they had not the slightest 
idoa anything out of the ordinary run 
of things would bo thought of by the 
young man.

Tho parents of young Huutuigtou 


w«rr. at <mcn .summoned. The asud 


mother was beside herself wftli gnof. 
The death of their sou was affliction 
enough, but the honest old people ap- 
peared to be grieved more that thoir son 
should have committed the two crimes 
of robbing his employers and then at- 
tempting to murder, than over the mere 
fact of his death. 
"That ho is dead is bad enough," said 


his mother, "but that he should do such 
a thing is terrible." 


,T. D. Edmundaon, tho' president of 


the bank, was seen and asked for his 
version o-f the affair. 
He said: "Hunt- 


iiigtou, Cromwell, Haydeu and I were 
sitting in the private office. 
Cromwell 


WIIH in the northwest corner of tho 
room, I in the northeast, Hayden about 
the center and Huutingtou between 
Haydou and myaelf. W« were seated 
about a table that stands against the 
r.orUi wall. Mr. Hauuau, the cashier, 
l.a I been sitting between Havdeu and 
Ituntingtou until a few jniuntos before 
the shooting took place, when ho went 
oat into tho trout part of the bank. 
Hayden aud Cromwell had been ques- 
tioning tho young man very nlosely 
about his ruodo Kf liTing. On one oc- 
casion he had deposited $70 in the bank, 
and Cromwell asked him where he got 
it. ^Hnntiugton said he borrowed it, 
bttt when asked of whom he borrowed 
it he could not remember, and said that 
it was nono of their business, anyway. 
He was also unable to say ol whom he 
got the money to pay back tho loan. 
Up to that time I had had the most im- 
plicit confidence in Huntingdon's hon 
osty, but I must confess his evasive 
answers made ins doubtful of it. 
"I saw that something unpleasant 


was about to occur aud got up to leave 
tho room. Just as I got up Huutington 
did likewise. Ho passed behind Say- 
don, i;ud I snpoosed he was going to get 
a driuE at the water tank. There wai 
nothing in Ins actions that indicated 
nervousness or excitement. I was abmvt 
half way between my chair and the 
door when I heard a pistol shot, aud 
looking oronud I saw Huntiugton stand- 
ing between Cromwell und Haydou, and 
n. little behind both, with his revolver 
pointed at tho former. I hurried oat of 
the private office and as I wont I heard 
cevoral more shots Jired. I ran oat and 
itave tho alarm, aivl when several of us 
went into tho private office we found 
Unntiugton lying on the floor with 
blood streaming from a wound iu thu 
back of his head uud tho two other men 
suffering from the effects of his deadly 
oiii. 


"We have always considered John an 


honest yonug man, aud if there was 
any weak point iu his character it was 
a little tendency to extravagance. Of 
course tho amount he was ii the habit 
of spending would not haTO been ex- 
travagant to a man of moans, but was 
rather moro than a youug mail ought 
to spend who druws only iJ4B a month." 


Hiiyden, one of the wounded men. in 


conversation about the affair, »aid: 
"Wo lind only boon talking a few min- 
utes and no iieensatiou had as yet been 
unide. But the questions wo had been 
asking w;ro vory pointed und were 


c.3 roaning no to a 


uireui umu-ge ot theft. At times lie had 
talked loudly audiu a somewhat ex- 
cited manner, but just before the shoot- 
ing he cooled clown, and we had not the 
slightest intimation of what ho wa» 
about to do. He suddenly got tip with- 
out any ihow of anger, aud palling oat 
it revolver commenced firing, first at 
Cromwell, then at me. We had no 
weapons and were not prepared to de- 
lend ourselves, nor isjt likely we should 
have thought of doing noeveaif we 
had been armed, the shooting waa dou« 
10 rapidly, and it was all over so soon."

The first news Mrs. Hay- 
den received of the shooting was at 5 
o'clock in tho afternoon when a tele- 
gram was received from her , hnsbiuul 
telling her not to worry if she heard 
anything about the tragedy as he was 
all right.

Only the CU'ijliifi of tlie People Keep* It 


From IlopulCM* Debasement. 


For years all tin- art roads have led to 


Farm It iif today rl.o center of the ark 
world a JIMK!O! of tasto, skill aud knowl- 
edge as woll as a hotbed of eccentrici- 
ties, mannerisms, stilted affectations 
and Bm.ill trickeries. 
It takes in the 


world, takes oitdit for all its virtues

ruled by tho quips and cranks of what 
at tunes seems outrageous fortune; it is 
magnilied and belittled; it" ic over- 
prais* d and miderpi'aised; it (seems to bo 
risiuH to lofty heights at times and then 
again to be sinking into the mire. It is 
at oiico the be&t and tho worst art cen- 
ter m tho world, a crucible -where all 
elements mix, all become alloyed, and 
yet all average up a respectable grade 
of anialgjciu. That which keeps it from 
hopeless debasement is the art genius ol 
the French people Has that art genius 
ever reached is apogee? Has it fulfilled 
Its mission aud voiced tho toer feelings 
of Franco, as painting once did in Italy 
and Spain? Did wo accept the ejchibit 
at the World's fair as a criterion we 
might think her day was about finished,, 
that her artists had said all there wa« 
for them to say, but the representation 
was inadequate. 


The French stand sponsor for all the 


academic emptiness displayed there, for 
all the studio recitation, all the exag- 
gerated realism, all the tawdry senti- 
ment, and yet at heart they have' little 
sympathy with them. The aoademio 
was foisted npon them eoily in life tj 
tlie example of Italy and the misdirect- 
ed energy of royalty. Ponssin or Lebrun 
was no more French in thonghlor meth- 
od than Corueille. The monarchy np- 
held the academic because it smacked 
of heroism and the empire because it 
fostered the military spirit, bat the re- 
public has barely tolerated it, and tha 
mclicalu have always hated it. It is tha 
bete noir of French art, against which 
there haa been a long series of revolu- 
tions. Why, if not that it fails to repre- 
sent the French? They are fond enough 
of talkiuft about such loyalists ns Pou»- 
sin, David, Ingres and Cabanel, but the 
men thoy love are the rebels, Watteau, 
Fragouard, Eielaoiobt, Millet, Corot, 
Ctonrbet. The vivacious, the decorative, 
the emotional, tho sentimental, tho posi- 
tive—all these thoy love because they 
are national characteristios, bnfc tho 
mock heroic, the grandiloquent, the 
bombastic, have been more the result of 
foreign imitation than the outcrop of
